Alcohol, post-war effects contribute to student-soldier violence

Curtis McClain was buying a 
birthday shot for a friend at Tubby's 
Sports Bar in January when an un- 
known soldier came from behind 
and put him in a headlock. The situ- 
ation quickly escalated as McClain, 
senior in kinesiology, tried to fend 
off the soldier, and both ended the 
evening wearing handcuffs at the 
Riley County Police Department. 

"They have zero tolerance for 
stuff like that," McClain said, of the 
Aggieville patrol officers that roam 
Aggieville every night. 

The soldier pled no contest to 
disorderly conduct and was banned 
from Aggieville for nine months to 
a year, McClain explained. He will 
serve most of his nine-month pro- 
bation while deployed in Iraq. 

"I knew if I was leaving, I'd want 
to enjoy my last couple of weeks in 
America as much as I [could] before 



I left," McClain said. "Maybe he was 
enjoying it a little bit too much and 
let the alcohol get the best of him 
before deploying and going out to 
have fun at the expense of others." 

Blame is thrown in every direc- 
tion when people try to identify the 
cause of bar fights and street vio- 
lence in Aggieville. 

Some blame cocky students 
who do not know how to shut their 
mouths, and others say soldiers are 
to blame for instigating fights. How- 
ever, students and the military are 
not mutually exclusive, and stereo- 
typing does not prove anything, ex- 
plains one expert. 

Charles Griffin, who worked 
in the chemical dependency unit 
at Fort Riley during the Vietnam 
War, said while Kansas is far re- 
moved from overseas conflict, local 
violence can be pinpointed to Ag- 
gieville, where a combination of al- 
cohol and social tension often leads 
to fighting. 



"This is a more risky year than 
any in K- State history," said Grif- 
fin, who is also a professor in family 
studies and human services, regard- 
ing military-student conflict. "There 
are higher levels of stress," he said. 
"We're seeing it in family rates and 
suicide rates. There is psychologi- 
cal stress and normal reactions with 
returning vets that the military and 
civilian mental health system are 
struggling to deal with." 

It's important to understand 
that soldiers are coming home from 
situations much different than what 
students experience during a night 
on the town, Griffin said. 

"They're carrying a load of ten- 
sion that can be set off quickly, even 
in a situation like going out with 
friends," Griffin said. "They have 
honed responses that are very im- 
portant, rapid, unthinking respons- 
es to deal effectively with danger

Rickford, West file on Friday 
for student body president, VP

Newcomers to K-State politics Trae D. Rick- 
ford, junior in architecture, and James "Bran- 
don" West, freshman in political science, hTed 
for student body president and vice president 
last Friday. 

The running mates' slogan for their candi- 
dacy is "Mind to Manage, Heart to Lead." 

Rickford, a nontraditional student, earned 
an associate's degree in political science from 
Colby Community College, where he served as a 
student senator and then student body president 
during the 2005-06 school year. He is the presi- 
dent of Wildcat Ministries and Student Center. 

"Changes are going on at a national level 
that will affect all of us as students and as a uni- 
versity," he said. "I want to help K-State and get 
into a position to tackle those challenges." 

West has been involved in the Army for the 
past four years and served in Iraq for two years. 
He was named 1st Army Division Soldier of the 
Year in 2008 and 166th Aviation Brigade Soldier 
of the Year in 2007. He is a member of the Phi 
Eta Sigma honor society and bareback rider for 
the K-State Rodeo Team. 

"In order to be a good leader you have to 
have heart and desire," West said. "Management 
is easy to obtain, but a good and true leader has 
to have his heart vested in his organization. Ed- 



ucation is very important to me, and I want to 
give students the best education they can have." 

Some of Rickford and West's platform is- 
sues include: helping nontraditional students by 
enhancing orientation and welcome phases, to 
ensure international students are acclimated to 
life at K-State and in Manhattan, and working 
with out-of-state students to revamp the residen- 
cy policies. 

They also want to solve financial issues 
by preserving scholarship and work-study pro- 
grams, implement an energy task force to bring 
down K-State's utility bills, and work closely 
with city officials to make business districts more 
accessible to students. 

The two have environmental concerns and 
want to make K-State's more historic infrastruc- 
ture as well as new construction more sustain- 
able and energy efficient and set up a student di- 
alogue with the administration and government 
by holding weekly question-and-answer sessions 
with the incoming president, which students can 
attend. 

"I think it would be good for students them- 
selves to get involved, and if I can help facilitate 
that then that is where I need to be," Rickford 
said.

Rickford/West-K-State's 2009-10 Presidential 
Ticket.

City commission to consider 
childcare regulations, play area

The Manhattan City Commission 
faces six items on the general agenda 
for its meeting at 7 tonight in City Hall. 

Commissioners will vote on the in- 
stallation of a splash playground in City 
Park to mitigate the loss of the park's 
pool. The splash park will be paid for 
with funds formerly allocated to repairs 
for the city pool, which were reallocat- 
ed when the pool was determined to be 
beyond repair. Commissioners will also 
consider awarding the phase one de- 
sign and build contract for a new city 
pool. 

City administrators have requested 
authorization to refinance a land note 



with KeyBank in Denver. The exten- 
sion on the $15.5 million in special ob- 
ligation bonds is necessary because of 
delays in the redevelopment project. 

Registered in-home childcare facil- 
ities in Manhattan might be required to 
purchase a permit to continue operat- 
ing. The ordinance would require reg- 
istered homes to submit to inspections 
every year and new care providers must 
obtain at least 15 hours of training. The 
$35 permit fee covers administrative 
costs. 

The Konza Sewer Extension proj- 
ect is also on tonight's agenda. This is a 
joint project between the city and coun- 
ty governments to provide sewer servic- 
es to new real estate areas east of Man- 
hattan along State Highway K-177.

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Stimulus bill will determine future of both parties

I am not a huge fan of compar- 
ing Barack Obama to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. I didn't live during the 
1930s and '40s, and it's not fair to 
compare two time periods vis-a-vis. 

But the stimulus bill is Obama's 
New Deal; this is what he will be re- 
membered for decades from now. The 
deal will determine whether he will be 
remembered as an economic savior or 
a poor president. 



Is this change? Not really; just 
more money. Will more money stimu- 
late the economy? Common sense sug- 
gests that more money infused in the 
economy after years of expanding na- 
tional debt is a counterproductive pro- 
cedure. 

But maybe the problem is where 
the money goes. The stimulus bill is tai- 
lored to create new jobs in the U.S., es- 
pecially by funding numerous infra- 
structure and construction projects 
throughout the country. 

Only time will tell if this is the 
right direction to take the economy, 
and time will tell whether Obama's 
stimulus bill was a victory or not. 
Obama is not alone in this. Congres- 
sional Democrats backed him whole- 
heartedly, overcoming a united Re- 
publican stance against the issue. Only 
three Republicans in the Senate and 
House of Representatives voted for the 
final stimulus bill. 

It was Democrats vs. Republicans. 



Even if the stimulus helps many peo- 
ple out, but fails to live up to its billing, 
one side or the other will win this po- 
litical battle. If Democrats win, Obama 
will get even more support than he has 
now - but he also would have a mas- 
sive reputation to live up to. The situ- 
ation could throw the Republican par- 
ty into disarray - if it isn't already there. 
The Republicans do not have a strong 
message to send as a group other than 
a stance against Obama. If Obama pre- 
vails, they have little to fall back on, for 
they have offered few solutions to re- 
verse the economic downturn. 

Among a slew of Republicans to 
voice their opposition to the bill, Arizo- 
na Senator John McCain, Obama's Re- 
publican counterpart during the pres- 
idential election, last week called the 
stimulus bill "nothing more than gener- 
ational theft." 

Republicans have taken their 
stance against Obama and against mas- 
sive government spending. If they are 



correct, the public will probably forget 
that Republicans were in charge over 
the last eight years when the nation- 
al debt grew from year to year. I would 
not expect them to forget if the Repub- 
licans are wrong. 

Four years from now, Obama will 
be up for election again and he will 
be judged based on the success of the 
stimulus bill. One party will win or the 
other. This bipartisan issue concerning 
the future financial success - or lack 
thereof - of all Americans was made 
into a partisan issue by Democrats and 
Republicans. One side will reap the 
benefits. 

Let's hope one side gets it right in- 
stead of winning voters' support by not 
being the party that was less in touch 
with voters and the economic structure 
of the U.S.

Macs have no advantage over PCs

Twenty-two new Macintosh com- 
puters reside in Hale Library, occupied 
by whoever was too late to snatch a PC. 
The Apple-cult following has grown 
from the Macintosh commercials, which 
spread the propaganda that Macs are 
somehow a refreshing exception to bor- 
ing old technology known as the PC. 

To anybody who recently bought a 
Macintosh computer, you have been de- 
ceived. 

Brent Keltner, co-owner of UNI 
Computer store in Lawrence, said PCs 
have multiple advantages over Macs. 

"For things such as graphics design 
and studio work, Macs have no advan- 
tage anymore," Keltner said. 

He said Adobe Creative Suites are 
made for Windows, then ported to Ma- 
cintosh despite the way it was done in 
the past. Now the programs are made 
for Windows, and Macintosh gets the 
sloppy seconds. In fact, according to an 
article on betanews.com, Adobe will de- 
velop the 64-bit version of CS4 for Win- 
dows, and Macintosh has to live with 
the 32-bit version. 

This is because the operating sys- 
tems and hardware associated with PCs 
have surpassed the quality associated 
with Apple systems. 

Keltner does a great deal of video 



and audio editing, which he does on a 
PC running Windows Vista. It has eight 
gigabytes of RAM and some of the latest 
graphics technology, all of which cost 
him about $850. 

A 20-inch iMac costs more than 
$2,000. That means for twice as much 
money, you can get about one-fourth of 
the product. 

PCs offer more options in every 
way. For example, Keltner said the case 
for a G5 iMac would cost about $500, 
but a new case for a PC ranges from $30 
to $500 with hundreds of choices. When 
somebody buys a Mac, he or she is pay- 
ing for the monitor too. With a PC, up- 
grades are always an option. 

Natalie Scott, junior in political sci- 
ence and English, said she likes Macs 
for their immunity to viruses and resis- 
tance to crashes. 

My PC has a simple and free virus 
detection program that constantly up- 
dates itself and uses minimal system re- 
sources, which means viruses are not a 
problem. With no blue-screens for the 
life of the computer, which is about two 
and a half years, crashes aren't a prob- 
lem either. 

Scott, a Macintosh technical work- 
er for Student Publications Inc. said an- 
other reason she prefers Apple comput- 
ers is the software. She said she dislikes 
Internet Explorer and Windows Me- 
dia Player. Fortunately for people who 
agree, Firefox and iTunes are superior 
programs available for download online. 

Despite the reputation Macintosh 
has developed, its products are less effi- 
cient and even less cost-effective com- 
pared to personal computers. 

So to those who are part of the Ma- 
cintosh cult, don't drink the Kool-Aid.

Nearly 100 years later, black 
soldiers have received their first 
honorary exhibit dedicated to 
those who served in military ser- 
vice or supported the cause dur- 
ing World War I. 

Pellom McDaniel III, Univer- 
sity of Missouri-Kansas City pro- 
fessor and former football player 
for the Kansas City Chiefs, pre- 
sented his new art exhibit to stu- 
dents and professors Monday in 
the K-State Student Union Little 
Theatre. 

"They Came to Fight, African 
Americans and the Great World 
War" is on display at the Union's 
William T. Kemper Foundation 
Art Gallery through Thursday. 

McDaniel said the exhibit 
began as an undergrad-faculty 
project at UMKC. "I started 
[They Came to Fight'] about 
a year ago after finding a book 
written in French about black 
men in World War I," he said. "It 
began generating questions." 

"They Came to Fight" visu- 
alizes blacks' history in U.S. wars 
and remembers the sacrifices they 
made. It also focuses on contri- 
butions made from black Kansas 
City residents. 



Between 1914 and 1918, 
thousands of Americans, includ- 
ing 20,000 black men, fought in 
Western Europe in a war that 
would claim more than 37 million 
civilian and military lives. 

McDaniel said he found that 
nearly a century after the war was 
over, there were no exhibits hon- 
oring blacks for their courage and 
sacrifice in the war. 

Because of this, McDaniel 
created the exhibit featuring first- 
edition books, photo postcards 
and photo reproductions depict- 
ing the role of blacks in the war. 

During his lengthy research, 
he searched for the significance 
of a black man wearing a mili- 
tary uniform fighting for a coun- 
try in the midst of societal aggres- 
sions like "segregation, lynching 
and lack of opportunity," which 
he said many blacks faced every 
day in the early 20th century. 

McDaniel honors black men 
who joined to fight for causes that 
he said must be remembered at a 
time when freedom, citizenship 
and equal rights were not neces- 
sarily guaranteed. 

Black women are also hon- 
ored in the exhibit for their ser- 
vice in the nursing corps and oth- 
er support activities. Words from 
famous blacks Dred Scott, Ida B. 



Wells, Mary Church Terrell and 
W.E.B. DuBois can also be found 
in the exhibit. 

McDaniels said black soldiers 
in wars repeatedly demonstrated 
their bravery, loyalty and abilities 
in combat or in support of front- 
line troops. More times than not, 
McDaniels said, they did so with- 
out proper training or adequate 
equipment. 

He also said many black ser- 
vicemen hoped their military 
contribution and sacrifice would 
prove to a segregated America 
that blacks desired and deserved 
a fully participatory role in U.S. 
society 

Visitors to the exhibit wrote 
in a guestbook. 

"My hairs stood up," L. Skill- 
ern, an exhibit guest, wrote in the 
book. "Wow. FREE AT LAST! 
Thank God." 

Another guest, Whitney Blan- 
ton, wrote, "These photos are very 
powerful and show good messag- 
es of what we have overcome." 

McDaniel was the first for- 
mer professional football play- 
er to hold a doctorate in arts and 
sciences since the 1960s and was 
named the "Nation's Most Caring 
Athlete" by USA Today. 

"He is an uncommon person 
with an outstanding story," said 



Gerald Bailey, professor of educa- 
tional leadership. 

He described McDaniel as 
"larger than life and over-achiev- 
er; a poet, artist, teacher, husband 
and father." 

McDaniel spoke of plans of 
expanding the cause. 

"I hope students have a 



chance to look at it," McDan- 
iels said. "It will take some time, 
but the next thing for me to do is 
write a book." 

The exhibit will continue to 
travel across the country, heading 
to the University of Iowa next. For 
more information on the exhibit, 
visit www. they cametofight org. 



Former Gov. Carlin offers class firsthand perspective as visiting professor

John Carlin's political 
ascendancy has rivaled and 
surpassed many of his fel- 
low Kansas Democrats. He 
was elected governor twice, 
served four consecutive 
terms in the Kansas House 
of Representatives and ran 
for a seat in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 

Carlin, visiting profes- 
sor in the School of Lead- 
ership Studies, brings his 
political experience and 
knowledge to the class- 
room in Practical Politics, 
POLSC 366. 

Practical Politics offers 
students an examination 
of running for office, cam- 
paigning and related pro- 
cesses on the local level. 

Carlin said he has en- 
countered courses similar 
to Practical Politics at oth- 
er universities that are of- 



ten taught by professors 
who have not run for polit- 
ical office. 

Brandon Harder, ju- 
nior in animal science and 
industry, said he appreci- 
ates that Carlin has experi- 
enced all he is teaching. 

"Looking at his per- 
spective on campaign is- 
sues and running a cam- 
paign is really enlighten- 
ing because he has a unique 
spin on it," he said. "You 
know it's backed up with 
firsthand knowledge on 
stuff he has done. He's a re- 
ally credible source, and he 
has really reinforced exam- 
ples with things he has ac- 
tually done." 

A recent lecture fea- 
tured a discussion about de- 
ciding to run for a political 
office and reading the polit- 
ical landscapes to gauge po- 
tential success. 

"Don't make it a habit 
of getting involved with los- 



ing causes," Carlin instruct- 
ed his students recently. 

Further discussions 
ranged from identifying the 
political climate and how 
it could alter a campaign 
based on party affiliation, to 
times where all risks should 
be ignored and a campaign 
should proceed, regardless 
of trends. In a PowerPoint 
presentation, Carlin noted 
that he did not follow 'the 
book' in his 1978 campaign 
for governor and if he had, 
he would not have run. But 
after looking back at his 
successful election, he said 
he has no regrets. 

The class is also tasked 
with writing response pa- 
pers about current politi- 
cal issues, as well as case 
studies over partisan cam- 
paigns. 

While a majority of the 
course is politically orient- 
ed, there is more to Practi- 
cal Politics than just learn- 
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Race through Reality"

ing about campaigning. 

"Politics is in every- 
thing," Carlin said. "Al- 
most everything I teach 
would apply to church pol- 
itics, university faculty pol- 
itics, whatever. Politics is 
simply getting enough peo- 
ple to agree with you to get 
done with what you want. 
It's that simple. 

"The importance of 
communication is an ap- 
plication that needs to take 
place," he said. 

Pia Decarsin, senior in 
political science, said it is 
helpful that Carlin discuss- 
es topics that will help her 
very soon. 

"Being a senior, it's 
nice to have some skills to 
take away," she said. "A lot 
of political science courses 
are based around abstract 
theories that are not a day-

5 players won 2005 AAU Championship together

Danielle Zanotti, Sha- 
lee Lehning, Marlies Gip- 
son, Kari Kincaid and Ashley 
Sweat have been playing to- 
gether for years now. 

All five players were 
members of the 2005 AAU 
National Champion Kansas 
Belles coached by Ron Hell- 
wig. 

Since that trophy, Zanot- 
ti, Lehning and Gipson won a 
Women's National Invitation- 
al Tournament Championship 
in 2006 for K-State. 
Kincaid and Sweat joined the 
team to help lead the team 
back to the WNIT semifinals 
the following year. 

And last year the same 
group of women went on to 
win the Big 12 Champion- 
ship - the first outright Big 



12 Championship in the pro- 
gram's history. 

According to Lehning, 
Hellwig allowed the women to 
play to their own strengths. 

K-State women's basket- 
ball head coach Deb Patter- 
son said Hellwig as a coach 
makes it about the kids and 
not himself. 

Instead of bringing the 
team in early to shoot jump 
shots over and over, she said 
she decided to let the wom- 
en play against well-respected 
competition and grow stron- 
ger as a team. 

"I'm never one to have 
high school players come to 
college too soon," Patterson 
said. 

The AAU circuit opens 
up the recruiting process for 
high school players. Prior to 
joining the Belles, Lehning 
was playing with Mid Amer- 



ica Youth Basketball, MAYB, 
league over the summer. 

"AAU is where the coach- 
es are," Lehning said. 

Gipson was the first to 
commit to K-State. 

Kincaid, who said she al- 
ways knew she wanted to be a 
Wildcat, committed second. 

After that, the pieces fell 
in place for Patterson, who 
called the scenario "dream- 
like." 

"I looked at each one of 
those girls who was so ex- 
ceptional and so much alike 
in how they matched our sys- 
tem," she said. 

The Belles are not neces- 
sarily a pipeline for Patterson 
like the D.C. Assault program 
has been for men's basketball 
head coach Frank Martin. 

However, Hellwig has 
provided some other impor- 
tant additions to Patterson's 



run of success with the pro- 
gram in the past decade. Pat- 
terson mentioned two play- 
ers, Molly Beal and Laurie 
Koehn. 

This Belles' team is very 
similar to another AAU Kan- 
sas team, the Thunderbolts. 
The Thunderbolts consisted 
of another group that had a 
great run of success during its 
time at K-State. 

The Thunderbolts con- 
sisted of Koehn, as well as Ni- 
cole Ohlde and Kendra Weck- 
er, two of K-State's most rec- 
ognizable players. 

The Belles' women said 
they have always been close. 
Sweat, Gipson and Lehning 
all went to Zanotti's all-state 
game in Oklahoma. 

And it is that friendship 
that has led this Wildcat team 
to be as successful as it has 
been and will continue to be.

Cats must 
improve 
free throws 




Several things went 
wrong for the K-State men's 
basketball team during Sat- 
urday's loss to the Kansas 
Jayhawks. 

But the biggest problem 
has been affecting this team 
all season long. 

It was only a matter of 
time before the Wildcats' 
poor free-throw shooting 
caught up to them. 

KU made 27 out of 35 
free throws during their 85- 
74 victory over K-State. 

The Jayhawks made 1 1 
more free throws than the 
Wildcats did. 

That is 11 extra points 
the Jayhawks got uncon- 
tested and with the clock 
stopped. 

As much as I would like 
to blame the referees for the 
amount of free-throw at- 
tempts the Jayhawks got, I 
just can't do it. I do believe 
there were some bad calls, 
but that happens in every 
game. The refs are only hu- 
man. Overall, the game was 
officiated evenly for both 
sides. 

The truth is there in the 
statistics. 

The Wildcats were called 
for 25 personal fouls and the 
Jayhawks were whistled for 
24 fouls. 

The difference is K-State 
fouled the Jayhawks on shot 
attempts, which led to a high 
number of free-throw at- 
tempts. 

KU made two significant 
runs during Saturday's game. 
The first one was in the first 
half, when the Jayhawks bat- 
tled back into the game. In 
that run, KU made five of 
nine free throws. 

The second run was dur- 
ing the second half. This was 
the run where KU gained 
and extended their lead. The 
Jayhawks made 22 of 25 free 
throws during the second 
half, which ended up being 
too much for the Wildcats to 
overcome. 

For the year so far, In- 
state is 402-623 or 64.5 per- 
cent from the free-throw 
line. K-State's opponents are 
442-629 or 70.3 percent. 

The Wildcats' 64.5 per- 
centage ranks them as dead 
last in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence in that category. What 
is more troubling is the only 
teams to have shot more 
free throws then K-State are 
Oklahoma and Texas A&M. 

And it's not like K-State 
isn't getting any calls - the 
Wildcats have been called 
for 525 fouls while their op- 
ponents have been whistled 
for 539 fouls. 

Being successful at the 
foul line is just something a 
team has to do to win games. 

Look at the last five na- 
tional champions. 

In 2008, KU won 28 
games and shot 70.2 percent 
from the line. Florida had 
back-to-back championships 
in 2007 and 2006. 

They won 26 games in 
2007 on 69 percent free- 
throw shooting and won 24 
games on 74 percent. 

North Carolina won the 
championship in 2005 - 26 
wins and shot 72 percent 
from the free-throw line. In 
2004, Connecticut shot just 
62 percent but was still able 
to win 24 games on its way 
to the championship. 

The proof is right there 
in the numbers. A big key to 
winning games is to be good 
at free throws. 

And now with the loss 
to KU, K-State is official- 
ly back on the bubble for the 
NCAA Tournament. Lucki- 
ly the remaining games are 
all winnable, but the Wild- 
cats must continue to play 
defense without fouling and 
take advantage of opportuni- 
ties at the foul line to make 
it to the tournament.

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Steel bridge team aims 
to improve ranking

Last year, the K-State Steel 
Bridge Team placed 14th in the 
national competition, and the 
team said it wants to surpass 
its previous ranking this year. 

Chad Banka, team co- 
chair and senior in civil engi- 
neering, estimated K-State has 
been participating in the com- 
petition for the past 10 years. 
He said for the last few years 
the team has managed to place 
in the top three of the regional 
competition. 

The regional competition 
is composed of 13 different 
schools, and of those 13, three 
attend the national competi- 
tion, Banka said. 

Regionals will be at the 
University of Illinois from April 
16 to 18, and nationals will be 
in Las Vegas on May 22 and 
23. 

The team began design- 
ing the bridge during the fall 
semester and has not yet pro- 
gressed into the construction 
stage. The steel being used for 
construction was donated by 
Salina Steel. 

Joseph Holste, graduate 
student in civil engineering, has 
competed on the team for four 
years. Holste said the bridge is 
first constructed at K-State and 
is then transported to the com- 
petition. Once there, compet- 
ing teams can view the differ- 
ent bridge creations. 

"Each school will have a 
different design," Holste said. 
"It's curiosity. All of the schools 
just want to see how every- 
one else designed their bridge, 
and everyone is just wonder- 
ing how well their bridge will 
hold." 

Before the competition be- 
gins, all the bridges must be de- 
constructed. After deconstruc- 
tion, the bridges are reassem- 
bled and the teams are judged 
on time to construct, weight 



of the bridge, deflection of the 
bridge under the designated 
weight and aesthetics, Banka 
said. 

"It's a high-paced, team- 
evolved competition," Ban- 
ka said. "We have to construct 
a bridge that we [initially] 
build here as quick as we can, 
and then it has to hold 2,500 
pounds with the least deflec- 
tion as possible." 

This year's team has 40 
members, and Banka said each 
member has a place in the 
competition. 

"We definitely have more 
people, more interest and more 
perspectives," said Brady Hed- 
strom, team co-chair and se- 
nior in civil engineering. "Ba- 
sically, we have more minds 
coming up with better ideas. 
At this point, I'm not entirely 
sure how we'll stack up against 
the other schools on the bridge 
itself, but we're going to try to 
be light and fast." 

Hedstrom said there have 
been new design restrictions 
this year, creating a greater 
possibility of error. In the past, 
competitors were allowed to 
build a truss to give the bridge 
greater support. This year, 
however, there can be no sup- 
port above the deck. 

"Due to the inherent de- 
sign restrictions this year, our 
connections and the design of 
the bridge itself are really cru- 
cial because I think there's a 
smaller allowance for error," 
Hedstrom said. "If everything's 
not checked, there's a greater 
possibility of error." 

Banka said the team aims 
for the bridge to weigh only 
200 pounds and to deflect 
slightly less than one-half of an 
inch. 

"We have set some pretty 
high goals for ourselves and as 
of right now, we are looking to 
meet all of those goals," Banka 
said. "We're looking to do pret- 
ty well."

Water is an essen- 
tial part of life. Really, you 
can't live without it. Al- 
most everyone has heard 
the recommendation, 
"Drink eight glasses a day." 

For those of us who 
have tried it, the only thing 
we may have noticed was 
that we used the restroom 
more. However, dehydra- 
tion has severe effects and 
can be a very dangerous 
condition. It is important 
to pay attention to hydra- 
tion before, during and af- 
ter any exercise, due to the 
amount of water that is 
lost through sweat and res- 
piration. 

So how much should 
you drink to avoid dehy- 
drating? The main goal 
is to keep your fluid and 
electrolyte levels normal. 
These levels are especial- 
ly important on extremely 
hot or humid days, but be 
sure to stay attentive dur- 
ing the winter months. We 
can still lose fluids when 
it's cold. 

Do not rely sole- 
ly on thirst as an indica- 
tor of when you should hy- 
drate, because according 
to the American College of 
Sports Medicine, "Thirst 
alone is not the best indi- 
cator of dehydration or the 
body's fluid needs." 

Two hours before exer- 
cise, you should drink one 
to two glasses (eight to 16 
ounces) of water. During 
exercise, (it's uncomfort- 
able at first, but you'll get 
used to it) drink one-half 
to one cup every 15 to 20 
minutes. It may seem like 
a nuisance to carry water 
with you while you're ex- 
ercising. However, careful 
planning will allow a stop 
or two at one of the many 
water fountains on cam- 
pus or around Manhattan, 
so you don't have to worry 
about extra baggage. 

Post-exercise, the 
ACSM recommends using 
weight to determine the 
amount of fluid lost to al- 
low for adequate replen- 
ishment. The general rule 
is that two cups of fluid re- 
place every one pound of 
body weight lost during ex- 
ercise. 

The topic of hydra- 
tion brings up another mil- 
lion-dollar question - are 
sports drinks better at in- 
creasing hydration than 
water? For most exercisers, 
water can hydrate just as 
well as a sports drink. It is 
cheaper and more readily 
available and doesn't pro- 
vide unnecessary calories. 

For people who are ex- 
ercising longer than one 
hour or for those who will 
exercise for longer than 30 
minutes in intense heat, 
sports drinks can be bene- 
ficial. They provide carbo- 
hydrates, which can give 
a boost of energy during a 
long workout and can re- 
plenish electrolytes (sodi- 
um and potassium) that 
are lost through excessive 
sweat. 

The main advantage 
sports drinks have over 
water is that they sim- 
ply taste better. People are 
more apt to drink some- 
thing with more flavor. In 
this way, sports drinks can 
increase fluid intake and 
thus, increase hydration. 

To maintain health ev- 
eryday and during exercise 
- don't forget to drink up.

and violent attacks." 

Sgt. 1st Class Michael Paz- 
Torres said he disagrees with the 
stereotype that soldiers go to 
Aggieville to intentionally 
start fights and thinks soldiers 
shouldn't be expected to shoul- 
der the blame. 

"Aggieville would be a lot 
less busy [without the soldiers]. 
Soldiers go down there just to 
unwind and relax," Paz-Torres 
said. "But wherever there's alco- 
hol involved, people act in ways 
they wouldn't normally." 

Riley County police officers 



patrol Aggieville every night, vis- 
iting each bar several times and 
sharpening their senses, partic- 
ularly around closing time at 2 
a.m. 

For the last several years, 
military police assist RCPD with 
"courtesy patrols" on particular- 
ly busy nights like Thursdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

Bar employees say drinking 
to excess without a sober friend 
inevitably leads to trouble if the 
drinker becomes agitated. 

When thrown out of a bar, 
the alcohol-fueled rage can com- 
bust. 

"We have problems when 
someone's over the limit," said 



Porter's Bar employee Keith 
Mayer. "When they get out of 
control and start tipping tables 
over and causing problems, then 
we make them take it outside. If 
you don't drink well, you don't 
drink well in public." 

Griffin said it is everyone's 
responsibility to keep their 
drinking buddies in check. 

"The advice to students to 
think rationally and logically 
when they've had too many beers 
is a silly bit of advice," Griffin 
said. "Obviously they're not ca- 
pable of that. There's a certain 
sense of responsibility to help 
our friends stay out of trouble if 
we're out socializing with them 



and [they] can't control them- 
selves. Too much alcohol affects 
our judgements." 

Griffin said the issue is learn- 
ing to live with diversity. 

He said students should ed- 
ucate themselves and look at di- 
versity as a positive rather than a 
negative and help soldiers return 
to community and civilian life. 

RCPD Lt. Kurt Moldrup put 
the diversity issue into perspec- 
tive. 

"You don't care if it is a mil- 
itary guy hitting you or a student 
hitting you or a Manhattan resi- 
dent hitting you," Moldrup said. 
"You're still getting hit regard- 
less."

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Cats rest from Big 1 2 play to take on 
road-weary North Carolina Central

The K-State men's bas- 
ketball team will take a break 
from conference play this 
week as the Wildcats host the 
North Carolina Central Eagles 
on Tuesday night in Bramlage 
Coliseum. 

K-State (17-8, 6-5 Big 12 
Conference) is coming off a 
85-74 loss to the No. 16 Kan- 
sas Jayhawks on Valentine's 
Day. The loss snapped a six- 
game winning streak for the 
Wildcats. 

During Saturday's game, 
the Wildcats led by as many as 
16 in the first half but the Jay- 
hawks made a couple of scor- 
ing runs, which allowed them 
to get back into the game and 
eventually take the lead. K- 
State's offense was never able 
to recover from the defensive 
letdowns. 

"We felt that we had that 



game in our hands and even 
in the second half when we 
made our run to get back into 
the game, we thought we had 
that game," said sophomore 
guard Jacob Pullen. "This loss 
won't hurt our confidence at 
all." 

Offensively the Wildcats 
were led by Denis Clemente 
and Jacob Pullen who scored 
26 and 22 points, respective- 
ly. Saturday's loss was the first 
time all season that the Wild- 
cats were defeated when Cle- 
mente and Pullen each scored 
in double digits. 

Senior forward Darren 
Kent was the only other Wild- 
cat to score more than 10 
points, notching 12. 

KU was led by sophomore 
forward Cole Aldrich and ju- 
nior guard Sherron Collins 
who had 21 and 19 points, re- 
spectively. 

"A loss is a loss," Pullen 
said. "We've got to get over 



it and move on and get ready 
for the next game." 

North Carolina Central 
(2-23) comes into Tuesday's 
game on a five-game losing 
streak and the fifth worst RPI 
in all of Division I. The Eagles 
are 0-13 on the road this sea- 
son. 

NCCU is led offensive- 
ly by freshman guard Jamar 
Briscoe, who is averaging 16.7 
points per game. Guards Vin- 
cent Davis and Bryan Ayala 
are also averaging double-dig- 
its, with 11.4 and 10.9 points 
per game. 

"With a young team you 
get in a rhythm during con- 
ference play," said head coach 
Frank Martin. "It gets a little 
monotonous seeing the same 
teams over and over. We 
thought it would be good to 
get a non conference game in 
to break it up."
